Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention relates to a videophone system, a self-support base station device, a set-top 
box, and a videophone method in which capability for transmitting and receiving moving 
pictures, which are Imaged, to a radio communication base station are provided by the 
use of mobile communication terminal as a mobile telephone, a PHS terminal or PDA. 

The prior art of record in combination or alone fails to teach or suggest these 
elements of independent claims 14 and 22 in combination with other elements. For 
example Independent claim 14 has claim limitations such as a mobile communication 
terminal configured to perform transmission and reception of moving pictures, which are 
captured, and a conversation with a radio communication base station, a self-support 
base station device configured to receive the moving pictures transmitted to and 
received from the radio communication base station on the basis of a communication 
protocol which Is used between the radio communication base station and the mobile 
communication terminal, and a monitor device configured to display the moving pictures 
by the self-support base station device. Independent claim 22 has claim limitations 
such as (1) receiving by self-support base station device, the moving pictures 
transmitted to and received from the radio communication base station on the basis of 
communication protocol which is used between the radio communication base station 
and the mobile communication terminal, and displaying the moving pictures received in 
the receiving (1 ) on a monitor device. For the above reasons independent claims 14, 22 
and dependent claims 15-18, 23-26 are allowable.
